On guard against crippling accidents at many drydocks is a tiny gage no larger 
than half the size of a cigarette package. This gage protects one of the busiest pieces 
of equipment on the docks—the revolving-boom-type crane. 


VERY craneman knows the diffi- 
culty of determining the weight 
he is to handle, and the radius at 
which he can swing the boom. If he is 
overcautious, he hesitates to handle 
loads that the crane can safely man- 
age, and thereby slows the 
work—in this case the servic- 
ing of ships. If he becomes 
overzealous and picks up 
more than the crane can 
safely handle, he runs the 
risk of overturning the 
crane, ruining material, and 
losing lives. 


The crane-stability gage enters 
the picture 


This gage (components shown 
in picture) has removed the ne- 
cessity for guesswork in crane 
operation. Now, by glancing at an 
indicating instrument (A) the 
operator can determine whether he 
is ‘‘safe,"’ or getting ‘‘out of bounds.”’ 
It is possible even to interlock the 
crane-stability gage with the electric 


controls of the crane in such a way 
that the operator will automatically 
be prevented from lowering the 
boom or hoisting the load if the 
gage indicates an overload. 

The load causes stretch of one of 


the crane’s structural members to 
which the magnetic strain gage (B) 
is attached. This stretch is measured 
accurately by the gage by the chang- 
ing of the gage’s .005-inch air gap, 
which in turn causes movement of 
a pointer over the five-inch scale of 
the instrument near the operator. 
The boom-angle compensator (C), 


which measures the boom angle, 
constantly corrects the reading as

This reduction followed a tre- 
mendous uprising in buying for the 
military forces the first six months of 
this year when more lumber was 
bought than during any other six 
months since the war started. Through 
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central procuring agencies three and 
one-half billion feet were purchased. 
This quantity was within two billion 
feet of the total amount bought during 
all of 1943. The obvious conclusion 
is that the Army and Navy were get- 
ting ready for 1944 operations in the 
war zones, 

It is known that only a small per- 
centage of the purchases went into 
domestic construction for the military 
groups. Though the great majority of 
the lumber bought was for boxing and 
crating, it is also known that there has 
been a substantial movement of lum- 
ber, as such, off both coasts for con- 
struction and repair.

In connection with the 1umber sup- 
ply, it is announced by WPB that the 
heavy withdrawals from retail and 
wholesale distribution yards during the 
first quarter of the year, without com- 
pensating increases in receipts, re- 
duced stocks 18.8 percent during that 
period.

WPB may requisition 
construction equipment 


Four thousand used tractors, besides 
many motor graders, shovels, drag- 
lines, cranes and backhoes, are needed 
for use in mining, logging and 
petroleum operations and for farm 
work, Henry M. Hale says in an appeal 
to construction contractors to make 
their idle equipment available. 

“A vigorous program is now under 
way,” he says, “to obtain such equip- 
ment through voluntary sale, rental or 
contracting. But if their present own- 
ers do not see to it that they are put 
to work, it may be necessary to resort 
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to requisitioning.” He adds that he 
is confident there will be no difficulty 
in obtaining new equipment after the 
war, since “present output of construc- 
tion machinery manufacturers shows 
that they have ample production 
capacity to fill future civilian demand, 
once military needs decline.” 

The War Production Board and the 
Office of Price Administration have 
cooperated in an effort to persuade 
contractors to sell equipment. Recently 
OPA increased ceiling prices at which 
used equipment can be sold and WPB 
announced its plan whereby contractors 
were urged to contract for the needed 


work (ENR, June 6, p. 850). 


Measures taken fo aid 
Northwest labor needs 


Drastic measures to meet a serious 
labor shortage situation in the three 
Washington counties of Pierce, Kittitas 
and Snohomish were undertaken Aug. 
6 when a Puget Sound area labor sup- 
ply committee comprised of representa- 
tives of the Army, Navy, federal agen- 
cies and industry met in Seattle. They 
adopted the following policies: 

1. Civil construction and repair work 
are postponed indefinitely. 


2. Naval and military projects hence- 
forth will be given one of seven classi- 
fications and Jabor unions will be asked 
to refrain from assigning men to lower 
classifications until construction jobs in 
the higher brackets have been com- 
pleted. 

During the meeting it was disclosed 
that 290 hitherto unannounced naval 
and military projects costing more 
than $100,000,000 have been started re- 
cently in that area, or will be launched 
in the early future, and that contrac- 
tors in the Puget Sound area face a 
shortage of at least 13,000 workers. It 
was estimated that an additional 24,000 
workers would be needed in the ship- 
yards and aircraft factories located in 
this area. 


Coredrilling under way 
for Tule River Dam 


Cores were being drilled early in 
August by government engineers at the 
proposed site of the postwar dam on 
the Tule River, near Bakersfield, Calif. 
With cores showing sand at an 80 ft. 
depth, it was anticipated the site would 
be shifted if a suitable ‘oundation were 
not found. 

The $1,500,000 Tule dam is proposed 
as a flood control project, although 
regulated flow from the dam will be 


used for irrigation. 
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Anderson Ranch Dam Pushed as War Project 


Once shut down by a War Production 
Board order, the Anderson Ranch Dam 
project on the Boise River 40 airline 
miles from Boise, Idaho, is now being 
pushed to completion by the Bureau of 
Reclamation as part of a war program 
to increase food production. The project 
will supply supplemental irrigation wa- 
ters for 34,000 acres of highly developed 
farm lands in the Boise Valley. Under 
the present construction program 45,000 
acre feet of water will be stored in 1945, 
about 130,000 acre feet in 1946, and the 
full storage of 500,000 acre feet in 1947. 

When completed in 1946 the earthfill 


structure will contain 8,800,000 cu. yd. | 


of earth and rock and will be 456 ft. 
in maximum height, making it the high- 
est earthfill dam in the world. Essen- 
tially a multi-purpose project embody- 
ing irrigation, flood control, power pro- 
duction and silt control, the develop- 
ment will cost $13,000,000. 
Construction of the dam was begun in 
August, 1941, when the construction 
contract was awarded to Morrison-Shea- 
Twaits-Winston, a joint venture of Mor- 
rison-Knudsen Co., Inc., J. F. Shea Co.,

Private construction rise 
is reported by WPB 


Private new construction in the 
United States rose slightly during 
July, 1944, showing a 4 percent gain 
over June, 1944, according to the War 
Production Board. However, a 5 per- 
cent decline in publicly financed ac- 
tivity caused total construction in July 
this year to drop about 2 percent. 
Total new construction begun during 
July amounted to $320,000,000, a de- 
cline of 53-percent from July, 1943, ac- 
cording to preliminary figures released 
this week by WPB. Of this 
amount, $193,000, fell in the cate- 
gory of publicly financed construction 
and $127,000,000 was for private ac- 
count. 

In comparison with July a year ago, 
publicly financed construction fell 64 
percent while the decline in privately 
financed construction was 11 percent. 
The increase in private construction 
was due to seasonal factors, while the 
decrease in publi¢ construction was at- 
tributed to.a falling off of military and 
war plant construction. It is expected 
that total construction will level off 
slightly during the summer and show 
a decrease in the final quarter of 1944, 
WPB reported. 

Housing construction as a whole was 
just 2 percent under the June level, 
privately. financed housing construc- 
tion showing a mild increase and pub- 


licly financed housing activity continu- 
ing to decline. All other types of con- 
straction showed the expected seasonal 
increase. 

For the year 1944. as a whole, total 
construction activity is expected to be 
about $3,550,000,000 or 54 percent less 
than in 1943. The sharpest decline is 
expected to occur in the field of pub- 
lic construction activity with a drop of 
65 percent from 1943, while private 
construction for the year is expected 
to drop about 10 percent.

Stream flow decreases in East and Northwest in July 


ae 


Marked decreases in stream flow in 
the eastern part of the United States 
and in the Columbia River Basin were 
noted in July and the general drought 
which earlier in the year had resulted 
in subnormal stream flow and lowered 
groundwater levels throughout the 
Atlantic coastal states spread westward 
to embrace Louisiana, Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, Kentucky and In- 
diana, according to the Geological Sur- 
vey. The area of deficient stream flow 
in the central East now embraces all 
or major parts of eleven states, rang- 
ing from Louisiana to northern New 
Jersey, but centering in Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Ohio. 

In the Far West the stream-flow de- 
terioration in the important hydro- 
power-producing region of Washington 
and British Columbia, especially in the 
Columbia River Basin, was noted. It 
now appears that the Columbia River 
will fall near, if not below, that of 
1926, the lowest runoff in a 66-yr. 
record. In Arizona, summer storms, 
which ordinarily start in July have oc- 
curred only to a limted extent, making 
this the fifth driest July in 30 years. 
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In contrast to the areas of droughts 
stream flow averaged four times normal 
for July in a broad area extending 
northward from Kansas to North 
Dakota. The excessive runoff is due

Russell Hinman Hunter, 64, execu-

pany, died Aug. 10. 

Mr. Hunter was born at Fort Lara- 
mie, Wyo., a son of the late Brig. Gen. 
George A. Hunter, USA. He had been 
associated with Starrett Brothers for 
twenty-four years. 

He was a former president of the 
Mason Building Association of New 
York City, a member of the executive 
committee of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers Association, and of the execu- 
tive committee of the New York Build- 
ing Congress. He held membership in 
the Metropolitan Building Association.

Mr. Havens was the founder and edi- 
tor for a time of “Ingenieria Interna- 
cional,” Spanish-language engineering 
magazine. He was the author of several 
technical books, among them a Spanish 
text on railway engineering. 

He was a life member of the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers. 


Berthold F. Hastings, district engi- 
neer of the American Institute of Steel 
Construction, Inc., died at Philadelphia, 
Aug. 11 after an illness of two weeks. 

Mr. Hastings formerly taught engi- 
neering at Yale, Carneigie Institute of 
Technology and the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and for a time was connected 
with the United States Reclamation 
Service. He also had been associated 
with the H. G. Balcom engineering firm 
in New York. 


Royal D. Edsell, civil engineer, died 
at Pelham Manor, N. Y., Aug. 13. 

Mr. Edsell was formerly associated 
for fifteen years with Hugh L. Cooper, 
well known consulting engineer.
